Blumer Home 
Is Sold For a 
Boys’ School 


“We liked him here-Ahey will cer¬ 
tainly like him up there.” 

That simple characterization of 
Howard Hill expressed the heart 
thought of all who heard the beautiful 
funeral address delivered by Dr. 
James M. Campbell on Wednesday. 

Mr. Hill passed away on Monday af¬ 
ter an illness of about three months 
with paralysis. He would have been 
76 years of age on the first of May, 
and was a native of New York, in 
which state he spent his boyhood. As 
a young man he spent several years 
with his uncle, William McKee, foun¬ 
der of the Missouri Democrat, a rad¬ 
ical Republican and anti-slavery pa¬ 
per, later known as the Globe- 
Democrat. The call of the pio¬ 
neer northwest attracted him to St. 
Paul, Minn. There he married Hor- 
tense Peterson and they resided there 
about 25 years, coming to Los Angeles 
in 1892. Since 1906 they have lived 
in Sierra Madre. With Mrs. Hill there 
are left two children, Mrs. George B. 
Morgridge and Victor C. Hill, three 
others having passed before. 

He also leaves two brothers, C. W. 
Hill of Spokane and B. F. Hill of St. 
Paul. 

During his active years Mr. Hill 
was a builder and contractor. How¬ 
ever, during his pioneer days in Minn¬ 
esota his business experiences were 
varied and exciting enough to make 
a fascinating story. 

Among all who knew Mr. Hill his 
character was recognized as synony¬ 
mous with integrity. His innate hon- 


The Blumer home with approxi¬ 
mately four acres of ground has been 
sold by Mrs. Blumer to John Brice, 
formerly of Monrovia. It is under¬ 
stood Mr. Brice expects to establish a 
school for boys and girls.

than 20 pounds pressure. The city 
water department has spent about 
$6,000 in the canyon, but it will take 
more yet, as we intend to install a 
modem pump in the lower well. The 
income from the canyon district runs 
around $160 monthly, or about the 
average of one of our good irrigators. 
But it is now part of our system and 
we feel proud of it. 

Concrete foundations have been put 
under the booster pumps to take the 
place of loose planks. All possible dead 
ends have been taken care of to avoid 
stagnant water and give better pres¬ 
sure. 

Alegria has been connected with Mt. 
Trail and Baldwn avenues; Mountain 
Trail with Santa Anita Court, San 
Gabriel Court and Lowell avenue. A 
new line on Sierra Madre Place gave 
better pressure below Central avenue 
; us far west as Park avenue. 

Last irrigating season was the first 
on record that the irrigators could get 
water when they wanted it and as 
much as they wanted, without any 
schedule whatever. By simply calling 
for a meter they got the water. The 
more water went out the more money

A BIG BRIDGE WITHOUT A 

ROAD TO APPROACH NEAR IT 


The people of Monrovia and the 
towns to the east are making a howl 
over the slowness of the state road 
commission, the county bosses or most 
any one else over the delay of the 
work in restoring the Foothill boule¬ 
vard to its former standing as a pop¬ 
ular highway. The floods of a year 
ago demolished the old bridge over the 
San Gabriel river on the Foothill 
road and work on a new bridge in an¬ 
other location was started last Octo¬ 
ber. It is a concrete structure over 
1000 feet long and will cost about 
$150,000. The bridge proper is now re¬ 
ceiving the finishing touches and will 
be ready for inspection March 1, but it 
will be many weeks yet before the 
same can be used because it is a bridge 
without a road at either end. It will 
stand there as a mortument with no 
way to get to the floor of it unless you 
use a twenty-foot ladder or learn to 
fly. Before it can be put into service 
a mile and a half of new roadway will 
have to be built, and no steps have 
yet been taken to get the work started 
and this is why the towns in that sec¬ 
tion are kicking up a fuss over the de¬ 
lay. The Foothill road has lost much 
of its travel because the valley high 
way is open and in good shape. 


36 new services actually using water,

gallons. This leaves 40,000,000 gal¬ 
lons, not more water used but more 
water registered. 

We had water wasted, not doing 
anybody any good when the meters 
were estimated. Some people had 
paid $3 or $4 but after a new meter 
was installed paid as high as $18. 
Some irrigators were estimated at $18 
and after a good meter was installed 
they paid as- high as $50. This i 
where it paid to put on an exclusive 
meter man. 

A water consumer is better satis¬ 
fied at paying a higher bill based on 
correct reading of a good meter than 
he is at paying an estimated water 
bill. 

Meters All Working 

Last spring we had approximately 
400 meters out of commission. Some 
had been stuck for years. Some were 
hard to find. At last month's reading 
we found 8 meters stuck and they 
were attended to promptly. 

We have installed nine four-inch 
fire hydrants, two being in the canyon. 

The fololwing streets have no mains 
at all: Montecito between Baldwin and 
Mountain Trail,.Laurel between Moun¬ 
tain Trail and Canyon, Olive between 
Baldwin and Auburn, Mira Monte 
between Auburn and Baldwin, West 


came in. 1 would like to hear in next 
week’s issue if thcre-was one irrigator 
in Sierra Madre that could complain 
on pressure. We never had one com¬ 
plaint through the summer. 

The Real Increase 

Last spring we had more than one- 
half of all our domestic meters stuck 
or out of condition. A man was put 
on to read and repair meters exclu¬ 
sively. A letter to the Sierra Madre 
News dated January 26, 1923, claimed 
that 46,711,275 gallons more of water 
were used in 1922 than in the previous 
year. Now in the past ten months we 
installed 51 new services, of which 12 
have not yet been in use. Three were 
installed where there were formerly 
two houses on one seivice. This leaves

the pruning of citrus trees injured by 
frost, a special series of pruning dem¬ 
onstrations has been arranged by the 
Agricultural Extension Service coop¬ 
erating with- the Citrus Growers’ De¬ 
partment of the Los Angeles County- 
Farm Bureau.

The manufacture of a non-inflam¬ 
mable gas that will revolutionize 
lighter-than-air tlyng and take the 
place of the expensive helium and the 
extremely dangerous hydrogen gas 
now commonly used for airship infla¬ 
tion, is the claim of Dr. Curran, a Los 
Angeles physician. The new product 
will he known as curranium. 

According to Lieutenant C. P. Kano, 
commanding officer of Ross field, the 
new gas has been put to various tests 
and irj every instance has appeared to 
bear out the owner’s claims as to its 
fi re-resisting properties. 

Dr. Curran has applied to the gov¬ 
ernment for permission to build a 250- 
foot airship at the local post for the 
purpose of demonstrating the prac¬ 
ticability of the gas. The proposed 
new airship is to be of all metal con¬ 
struction of a light and durable grade 
and in case permission is granted, it 
will be the first attempt to construct 
a complete metal aircraft. 

The matter is now in the hands of 
the war department and it is expect¬ 
ed action will be taken at an early 
date.

, SHORT AND SNAPPY 

On daily newspapers, every headline writer knows exactly 
how many letters-he can crowd into a single column head. 

Men and things that have short names get easily into 
headlines. When names and words contain many letters, 
short substitutes are found for headline use. If no short 
substitute can be found, the headlines talk about something 
else. 

Some months ago a newspaper man made an interesting- 
comment on this in connection with the fact that anything 
that the late Theodore Roosevelt did, always got into the 
news. 

He said that if Roosevelt’s name had been used in full it 
would have apeared much less frequently. Nine letters fill 
too much space in a headline. Hut about the time of the 
Spanish-Ameriean war some head-writer hit upon “Teddy” 
and when age and honors made this a trifle flippant another 
writer came to the rescue with the shorter “T. It.” 

When two letters can give to every reader a vivid picture 
ol a single personality, it is hard to keep that person out oi 
the headlines. 

During the latter days of the war if the French army did 
anything, “Foch” did it. Four letters. If the British army 
did anytning, “Haig” did it. Four letters again. If the 
American army did anything, “Yanks” did it. Five letters. 
There are eight in “Pershing.” 

“If Pershing’s name had been ‘Cox’ ” remarked a head- 
writer, “he would be President today.” 

In ordinary news an investigation is a “probe.” Whiskey 
is “rum.” A steamship is a “liner.” A socialist is a “red.” 
“Early” is used in the sense of preliminary. “Notes” for 
observes or comments upon. 

A charming impersonality characterizes the work of the 
headline writer. Sometimes the short word is more expan¬ 
sive and glorifying than the longer and more accurate term 
—as when inexpensive jewelry becomes “gems.” Some¬ 
times the shorter word is both short and ugly, as “ban,” 
“bar,” “bogus,” “oust,” “quiz,”— words that indicate a brisk 
and suspicious severity, whereas tact and even apologies 
may have accompanied the action taken. 

Now these headline words do not occur many times in 
ordinary speech, but it is surprisinng how they creep into 
our habits of thinking. 

It is an American trait to classify people and things at 
headline speed—to clap a label on a man or a thing or an 
idea and to be very reluctant to change the conception so 
formed. 

Headline reading and headline thinking are good enough 
for their real purpose. 

Headlines are to be read so that you can find the subjects 
you want to know about and skip those that you don’t want 
to dig into. But you can’t decide anything wisely from 
headline information alone and you can’t think about affairs 
that are important to you if you form your thoughts in the 
jargon and abbreviations of headlines. 

But—if you have something to say and want it heard— 
make it short am] snappy.
